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F or more than 150 years, Wesleyan has been building on tradition. As years pass, some 
traditions change with the trends. But, mostly, the community seeks to add to its solid 
foundation. When students returned to campus they were welcomed by a new telephone 
system, access to the Internet, a redecorated snack bar dubbed “The Bean Sprout,” air- 
conditioning in Persons Hall and plans for a new ath¬ 
letic center. Additions surrounded students and staff. 

Even in the midst of change, traditions continued. Tra¬ 
ditions such as baccalaureate once were lost. But when 
President Robert Ackerman and his wife came to cam¬ 
pus they rekindled the tradition. Wesleyan now con¬ 
firms its long association with Mulberry Methodist 

Church the evening before graduation. And several years ago the provision of a new marker 
at the original college site sparked a new tradition with its own speaker invited by the senior 
class. This new tradition led to the procession from College Street to the 
church. In a short time the event has become a meaningful tradition. M ore 
important than the buildings of Wesleyan is the strong foundation be¬ 
neath the college built by people. Individuals like Linda Lane and her grand¬ 
father have cared for the college as Chairs of the Board ofTrustees. Alumna 
Ruth Knox continued this position as Lanes five year term ended in No¬ 
vember 1994. Knox detailed Lane’s contributions including the adoption of the 5-year stra¬ 
tegic plan as she introduced the commencement speaker and recipient of an honorary de¬ 
gree.

What’s to do in Macon, Georgia? What’s to do at an all womens 
college? Wesleyan students discovered new things to do every year. Still, 
they shared interests with alumnae. Instantly, students could identify 
alumnae as members of the class system. Golden Hearts, Green Knights, 
Pirates and Purple Knights became a part of student life shortly after 
sororities lost their place on campus. 

As for student involvement on campus, STUNT had been around 
for nearly 100 years. Color Rush and Homecoming had ties to the past, 
too. Glancing through old campus publications in the library proved to 
students that the more things change, the more things stay the same. 
RAT became “Rites And Traditions,” but the spirit shown in past RATs 
remained. Benefit Ball, a recent tradition moved from the historic Hay 
House downtown to Candler Alumnae Building’s Oval Hall. 

Computer Focus kept up with the latest Macintosh technology, 
providing all incoming students with Performa 475s, a big step up from 
the seniors’ Mac Classics. And the entire campus caught on to the com¬ 
puter craze. Access to the Internet put students and faculty on the infor¬ 
mation highway, while construction of the improved highway in front 
of campus came to an end after four years of orange barrels and earth- 
moving machines. Hassle free phone service arrived with complete reno¬ 
vation of the telephone system. BTI now sent bills to students who 
enjoyed discounts and no longer paid for basic phone service. 

Quick trips to the store became even quicker with the opening of 
an Eckerd Drug Store next to the college. But “Krogering” was still in 
style after 9 P.M.. As for weekends, students often partied in Macon, 
Atlanta or Athens, and trips out of state occasionally dotted their calen¬ 
dars. While students once frequented a restaurant called “The Pig” and 
other downtown establishments, today’s students found their own off- 
campus hangouts: Elizabeth Reed’s Music Hall, The Sport Spot, 
Applebees, Darrel’s, Whiskey River, and area universities. With so many 
activities, all-nighters were bound to happen once in a while, when things 
to do included cramming for a midterm or writing a research paper. 
That’s when students headed for Denny’s or Krystal.

Wesleyan students might not know when the class system began, but they do know that four distinct 
classes were formed: Golden Hearts, Green Knights, Pirates and Purple Knights. Sororities became a thing of the 
past even though the first ones were founded at Wesleyan—Alpha Delta 
Pi and Phi Mu. 

As never before sisterhood was alive. Interest in Wesleyan and its 
traditions was sparked by Registrar Pat Hardeman’s convocation “Tales 
from the Wesleyan Vault.” Hardeman’s audience packed Taylor amphi¬ 
theater to hear and see Wesleyan come alive.
